Applicant has argued that the Ti02 screening layer is not mentioned in Beer, and that Beer only very broadly mentions a single oxide 
formation and adherence step at 400-650 degrees. 

The argument is not persuasive because Beer dearly recites both oxide formation steps as claimed. See Page 3, Line 89 - Page 4, 
Line 7. Note that in example 6, an oxide of titanium, tantalum etc. is first fonmed on a titanium plate, and subsequently a ruthenium oxide 
layer Is formed on the titanium oxide layer. Both layers are subject to heat treatment in the ranges claimed by applicant. 

The fact that applicant has recognized another advantage which would flow naturally from following the suggestion of the prior art 
cannot be the basis for patentability when the differences would othenA^ise be obvious. See Ex parte Obiaya, 227 USPQ 58. 60 (Bd. Pat. 
App. & Inter. 1985). 
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
